Joint  Resolution  To  reerect  the.  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  upon  its 
original  site. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  lrvit<d 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assernbhd,  That  the  Superintendent  of 
Puhlic  Buildings  and  Grounds  of  the  War  Department  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  reerect  the  statue  of  Abraham: 
Lincoln  approximately  upon  its  original  site  in  front  of  the  Court 
House,  City  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  upon  an  appro- 
priate foundation  or  pedestal  in  harmony  with  the  statue.  The  sum 
of  $5,000  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  pay  the  expense  of  the  same.
